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DRUG EXEMPTION PROGRAM 
REPRESENTATIVES NAMED 


The Secretary of the Navy establish¬ 
ed a drug exemption program for all 
members of the Naval Service* The new 
program was outlined in Z-94. 

The purpose of this program is to 
enable a drug user or possessor to ob¬ 
tain needed medical and other rehabil¬ 
itative help without the fear of dis - 
elplinary action under UCMJ or separa¬ 
tion from the service under other than 
honorable conditions. Exemptions from 
these actions under the above terms 
requires that a drug user subject 
himself voluntarily to treatment* 


This means that those who qualify 
for the program will be exempt from 
disciplinary action and discharge 
under other than honorable conditions* 
It does not preclude modifications of 
security clearance, duty assignment, 
flight statue or other personnel or 
administrative action determined nec¬ 
essary by the appropriate authority* 
However, coimenris are eneouraged to 
initiate restoration of such clearance 
and assignment to the individual when 
his rehabilitation progress warrants* 


Each c osm s nrt designates one or more 
exemption representatives for their 
command. Certain personnel are pro¬ 
hibited from holding this position, 
including medical officers, chaplains, 
legal officers, discipline officers, 
and aqy personnel whose primary re¬ 
sponsibility is the detection and in- 
, vestigatlon of criminal offenses. 


The exemption program applies to 
possession or illegal use of drugs set 
forth in the Navy regs* Exemption is 
not extended for drug related or drug 
Induced offenses nor for the sale or 
transfer of drugs* 


Exemption can be granted only once* 
If the individual engages in illegal 
use of drugs subsequent to obtaining 
exemption he may be subject to disci¬ 
plinary action as determined by the 
appropriate cosmand* 

The exemption program applies only 
to these disclosures which are volun¬ 
tary. This means that disclosures must 
be made prior to apprehension or warn¬ 
ing under Article 31 of the UCMJ or 
similar action by civilian law enfor¬ 
cement authorities*
